As Confjivss has never 
been without its conttr «l kickers, it has of course listened to objec- 
tion! to the prcsenl embargo, hut outside of Germany, its neutral 
feeders, Sweden. Norway. Denmark. Holland and Switzerland, and 
pro-German circles in the United States, there is little complaint 

to speak of and nothing even remotely suggestive of the outery 

heard against the Jeffersonian embargo of 110 years ago. 

The hitter complaint against the embargo of 1908 in New Eng- 
land, whose commerce was much injured, brought about a revival 
of the plan of the States of that section, first ventilated in 1803-4, to 
oul loose from the Union and form a separate Northern confederacy.

LESSON 1 
VOI li POST OP HONOR 



Vou are called to serve us a soldier 
In the National Army, because that is 
one of your obligations as a citizen of 
the United States. The citizens of a 
republic muat always be ready in the 
hour of need to leave their own homes 
and take up arms in defence of their 
right! and principle!. Otherwise ih> 
Republic could not long continue to 
exist. The men who now enter mili- 
tary service deserve! the gratitude and 
respect of their fellow citizens. 

You are doubtlcu making a heavy 
sacrifice In order to perform this duty 
to your country. Hundred! of thou- 
sands of other younK men and their 
famlliies aro luce to face with similar 1 
sacrifices. All our citizens will soon- 
er or later be called upon, each to bear 
bis or her share of tlio burden. Men 
and women, rich and poor, all alike 
must do whatever is necessary and 
must give up whatever is necessary. 
For no personal interests or feeling! 



rank, may easily be important factors 
in deciding whether an engagement is 
'to be won or lost. You can not. de- 
pend upon anyone else to carry this 
personal responsibility for you; you 
must depend upon yourself . 

Some American Soldiers 
Americans are well-fitted to meet 
this test. During the Civil War, at the 
battle of AnUetam, the 7th Maine In- 
fantry lay, hugging the ground, under 
a furious storm of shot and shell. Pri- 
vate Knox, who was a wonderful shot, 
asked have to move nearer the ene- 
my, For an hour afterwards his com- 
panions beard his rifle crack every 
few minutes. His commanding omcer 
finally, from curiosity, "crept forward 
to s'O what he was doing, and found 
that he had driven every man away 
from one section of a Confederate 
battery, tumbling over gunner after 
gunner as they came forward to fire.

As a citizen soldier you are chosen 
for a post of special distinction. 
America is justly proud of the soldiers 
of the past who have won for us the 
rights today denied and put In serious 
danger by the high-handed attacks of 
the German Government. America 
will be no less proud of you, as you 
fight to uphold those rights, 

Your personal responsibility is 
great. As warfare is today conducted, 
the individual soldier counts for more 
than ever before. Your own skill and 
bravery, no matter how humble your 



III! pet rifle, and he returned discon- 
solate: but after a few minutes he 
gathered three rifles that were left by 
wounded men and went back again." 

In the Confederate armies Individ- 
ual soldiers were no less Bkillful, cool 
and brave. On both sides they were 
a merlcani. 

Here are a few cases quoted from 
official records. You must read be- 
tween the lines to get the full benefit 
of the stories they tell of resource- 
fulness and courage. 

On June B, 1862, Private John Gray", 
5th Ohio Infantry, "mounted on an 
artillery horse of the enemy and cap- 
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tured a brass 6-pound piece, in the 
face of the enemy's fire, and brought 
it to the rear." 

On October 12, 1863, Private Michael 
Dougherty, 18th Pennsylvanit Caval- 
ry, "at the head of a detachment of 
his company, dashed across an open 
field, exposed to a dealy fire from the 
enemy and succeeded In dislodging 
them from an unoccupied house, 
which he and his comrades defended 
for several hours against repeated at- 
tacks, thus preventing the enemy from 
flanking the position or the Union 
forces." 

From May 8 to 11, 1864, Private 
John H. Lynch, 3d Indiana Cavalry, 
"carried Important dispatches from 
the President to General Grant, passi 
Ing through the enemy's country, es- 
caping ctpure. delivered his messages 
and returned to Washington with re- 
plies thereto." 

On April 27, 1899, Private Edward 
White, 20th Kansas Infantry, during a 
light with insurgents in the Philippine 
Islands, "swam the Ilio Grande do 
Pampanga in face of the enemy's fire 
and fastened a ropo to the unoccupied 
trenches, thereby enabling the cross- 
ing of the river and the driving of the 
enemy from his fortified position." 

On May 6, 1900. Private William P. 
Maclay, 43d U. S. volunteer Infantry, 
"charged an occupied bastion, saving 
the life of an officer In a hand-to-hand 
combat and destroying the enemy." 

In all these cases medals of honor 
were granted. Tho incidents, however, 
are typical of the army. Thousands 
ot similar stories might be told. They 
represent the spirit that will inspire 
the National Army when the time 
comes to show the stuff of which It Is 
made. 

Tales of heroic courage can be 
found In the annals of all armies and 
of all nations. But tho American Army 
has its own special tradition, which 
these Incidents illustrate. It is the 
tradition of intelligence, self-reliance, 
and individual daring on the part of 
men serving in the ranks. 

The Individual Soldier Counts 

Other things being equal, an army I 
made up of self-reliant, thinking men 
has a great advance over a merely 
machlne-liko army, and this is espe- 
cially true in present-day warfare. 
Ma]. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Chief of 
Staff, U. S. A„ remarks on this point: 

"The conditions under which mod- 
ern wars are fought are ever making 
increasing demands on the Individual 
soldier. * * • The indlvldutl sol- 
diers must know how to interpret ac- 
curately orders and signals, for the 
enemy's fire may often so Isolate him 
from his leader and comrades, perahps 
only a step away, that he may be 
thrown on hia own initiative in mak- 
ing his actions conform to those of 
the whole line; he may have to use 
his own judgment In opening Are. in 
advancing in Intrenching." 

Fair Play 

A second tradition of the American 
Army, which need only be mentioned, 
Is that of fighting fairly and treating 
even the enemy with as much human- 
ity as his own conduct will permit. As 
for slaughtering or enslaving the civ- 
ilian population of captured territory, 
attacking prisoners or assaulting wo- 
men, American soldiers would as lit- 
tle commit such crimes In time of war 
as in time of peace. In this respect 
most of the civilised nations or the 
■• .irM think alike 

riKhtinit lor Hlirhts and Principles 

There is a third splendid tradition 
ot the American Army which you will 
help to carry forward. It has fought 
always and everywhere In derense of 
principles and rights— never merely 
tor territory and for power. Even the 
Civil War resulted trom the clash of 
opposing prlnclplos-the principle of 
an Indivisible t'nlon upheld by the 
North, and that of freedom to with- 
draw from the Pnlon upheld by the

Summer has not come to Maysvllle 
this year without bringing with It ty- 
phoid fever. Nino cases havo been re- 
ported and one death has occurred ao 
far— AND TYPHOID FEVER IS A 
PREVENTABLE DISEASE. 

The absence or presense of typhoid 
fover or any other aerlous intestinal 
disorder depends mainly on these 
threo factors. (1) The Water Supply. 
(2) The Milk Supply and (3) The 
Sewerage Disposal. 

The Sanitary Survey forceB are reg- 
ularly sending away samples of the 
city water for bacterlologlcul analysis 
and the reports havo been coming 
back showing freedom from colon 
bacilli in amounts of water equal to 
two teuspoonfuls, thereby conforming 
to the Government Btandard of safety 
on Interstate carriers. This of course, 
depends to a great extent on the chlo- 
rine content being uniform at all 
times and In sufficient strength to kill 
all harmful organisms. 

Samples from private supplies are 
still being collected and analyzed. In 
every Instance they have shown evi- 
dence of sewerage pollution. Some- 
times the bacterial count being as 
high as 1000 In fifteen drops. The 
fault does not He In the individual 
water supplies themselves, but In the 
grossly unsanitary vaults which sur- 
round them on all sides. 

The purity of the milk supply de- 
pends upon the methods in use at the 
various dairy farms. An ordinance 
has been drafted and Is not being got- 
ten into legal form requiring all dairy- 
men who sell milk In Maysvllle to be 
licensed. To be licensed they must 
conform to certain sanitary require- 
ments In handling milk which will In- 
sure a clean and safe supply. Milk is 
an excellent breeding ground for 
germs when they are introduced into 
ihe supply. Milk is also a natural food 
for children. These two facts should 
be seriously considered by parents and 
all who are interested in giving babies 
a chancv in life. Legislation govern- 
ing the sale of milk will be a big step 
In preventive Medicine in safe guard- 
ing the health and lives of the little 
ones. 

The question of sewerage disposal 
is of paramount issue at present, and 
under the "Old Vault System" consti- 
tutes a constant menace to health. 

The Sanitation of the cantonment 
tones has required the services of all 
the Sanitary engineers of 'he Public 
Health Service, so It has been impossi- 
ble to obtain the services of one here 
to cooperate with the Health Survey 
and local authorities in outlining a 
better sewer system, 

An improved sewer system should 
be be obtained and is bound to come, 
bin In the meantime, we should tide 
over the interval by sanitary meas- 
ui es. until the town is completely 
sewered. In all events, the abolish- 
ment of the vaults and the Introduc- 
tion of the "Sanitary Privy System" 
should be the first act of sanitary leg- 
Ualation by the city counc" and 
would be one of the greatest single 
things Maysville could do in the con- 
servation of health and life. 

The vaults should be treated with 
hypochlorite of lime and closed up. A 
fly tight properly ventilated box, con- 
taining a water tight receptacle, such 
as has been on exhibition at the Sur- 
vey Offices, should be installed in the 
old privy house and the cans scaveng- 
ed once weekly as follows. The city 
scavenger begins his rounds with a 
wagon load of clean cana with cover- 
ed tops. As he vlsita each houBe to 
be scavenged the exchange is made, 
the clean cans replaced for the ones to 
be scavenged, which are covered and 
hauled to the disposal and wash sta- 
tions. These disposal stations consist 
of concrete receptacles over main 
sewer lines and ahould be located near 
the mouth of the lines, below the In- 
take pipe for the water supply. 

The cans are rinsed with water and 
disinfectant. A little of the disinfect- 
ing solution is left in the can and It 
Is ready to be carried to the next place 
to be scavenged. This system can be 



\ operated at the cost of only |3 to |6 
a year per home and Is absolutely 
sanitary.
